“ Tub Garden.” — “ Mr. Ware, Tottenham, staged a large group of Moutan Prconies, bearing large 
flowers of rich and varied colours. Tliis is a class that should be largely grown, as they have a beauty 
peculiarly their own.” 

TREE PEONIES (Pceonia Arborea). 

A beautiful group of Japanese Shrubs, which are quite hardy in warm positions, especially near the 
sea, or when planted among shrubs where they will receive a slight protection from cutting winds and 
spring frosts. They can be successfully grown in large pots in a cool greenhouse, vinery, &c., during 
spring, and plunged in the open during the summer monthB. In the South of England, and in many 
places in Scotland, they form large bushes four to five feet in height, and as many through, which are 
smothered in early spring with gigantic flowers, both single and double, varying in colour from white to 
scarlet, splashed, spotted and striped in every conceivable manner. 

I have made a speciality of tliis beautiful group for several years, and am now* in a position to 
offer a fine collection, embracing every known variety worth cultivating, feeling certain that they will 
become very popular when better known. Everyone who saw the magnificent groups exhibited by me 
at the Colonial Exhibition, Regent’s Park, Manchester, and other places,' must have been struck by the 
gigantic flowers and pleasing colours of most of the varieties. They are entirely distinct from the

herbaceous section in style of growth, and produce shades of colour not found in the latter; and, 
where they succeed, soon form noble bushes, which in spring are covered with their gigantic blossoms. 
They should be planted in sunny positions in somewhat sheltered situations, between shrubs, drc., not 
because they are in any way tender, but the blossoms are apt to be injured by late frosts if planted out 
in the open. If planted in autumn, I would recommend sheltering them for the first winter, which can 
be done by loosely tying dry fern, straw, small boughs, cfec., around the plant, and removing it about 
March as soon as the plants start growing. I have seen them grown in the North very successfully, 
planted together in a bed with loose bracken placed between during winter, and then in spring an 
awning composed of tiffany, or any thin cloth stretched over the bed, which protects the plants from 
late frosts and bright sunshine, drc., preserving the flowers much longer, and giving them a richer colour; 
this precaution is only necessary in very cold districts. 

These will be sent from ground in the autumn and in spring in pots, and can be planted at any 
time, but I should strongly recommend early planting. The prices quoted are for plants, two to three 
years old, a proportion of which will flower the first season.

This beautiful variety, recently offered for the first time, was one of the most 
effective in my large group at the Crystal Palace show. The flowers are of enormous size, measur¬ 
ing fully ten inches in diameter aud perfectly double, of a beautiful clear rose, deepening to 
amaranth in the centre.

Triomphe de Van-der-Moelen, large and widely expanded blossoms of a deep rich satiny-Peach, 
with golden centre, very fine and attractive. 3/6. 

•Uranie, large well expanded flowers of a pretty rose-lilac with deep purplish-violet centre; it is a 
strong, vigorous grower and exceedingly floriferous.

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HERBACEOUS PA50NIES, Single Varieties. 

These are in every way as useful for decorative purposes as the double varieties, and are deserving 
of as wide cultivation, They are very free flowering — more so than the double forms —- producing 
flowers in great abundance, of most brilliant colours, rendering them exceedingly attractive. they 
should be grown in every way similar to the doubles, requiring no more care or attention, and are quite as 
hardy. Iu selecting Pieonies I should certainly recommend my customers to include a proportion of 
singles with the double varieties, as they are so very effective in a cut state, working in very’ harmoniously 
with other cut flowers.

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HERBACEOUS PEONIES, Double Varieties. 

Without a doubt this family is one of the most important in existence, and the 
more the family becomes known, the greater will be the demand. During the last few 
years great improvements have been made in this section, both in size of bloom and 
colour, these range through the various shades of rose, pink, crimson, purple, white, and 
yellow, some parti-colored and many beautifully scented. They are all perfectly hardy, 
and will luxuriate in almost any soil, forming most attractive objects during May and 
June. The flowers are of immense size, lasting a long time when cut, and are grown 
in immense quantities for cutting purposes. My collection of Pieonies is a most com¬ 
plete one, covering several acres, and are a grand sight during Spring, and can be seen 
by everyone during their blooming season. 

From the “GARDENER’S MAGAZINE.’’ —To cultivate the herbaceous P (tonic* is a very 
simple matter, for they are not very particular as to soil or situation, and when established will be able to 
take care of themselves so lony a $ the soil is unexhausted . In the production of exhibition blooms it will 
be advisable to plant in a quarter of the kitchen yarden or the reserve yround, previously manuring and 
trenchiny the ground. It will be an advantage also to supply them liberally with water when making 
their new growth should the weather be dry at the time. But when grown for enhancing the attractions 
of the flower garden they should be arranged in bold clumps along the third or fourth row of the 
herbaceous border. It matters but little whether the position is fully exposed to the sun or somewhat 
shaded, as they will all grow and bloom as freely as could be desired in sun or shade. As far as 
practicable they should be planted beyond the reach of the roots of large trees, which impoverish the soil 
and deprive them of the moisture essential to a vigorous growth. Paonies are moisture-loving subjects, 
and would luxuriate in soil that could be flooded once a week during May, June , and July ; but this is 
practicable in a few ca»e* only , it is comforting to know that they will thrive and bloom abundantly 
in all but naturally light and dry soil, without the aid of artificial waterings. A rich soil is 
essential, and a liberal dressing of manure should be incorporated, with the soil previous to the plants 
being bedded out . To maintain the fertility of the soil apply annually, a top dressing of half rotted 
manure, the best time for the application being soon after the plants have commenced to make new growth. 
Applied at this stage the manure is quickly hidden by the leaves, and the plants receive assistance at a 
stage when they derive the greatest advantage from it.

DESERVING OF SPECIAL ATTENTION.

NEW CARNATIONS. 

GERMANIA. — A now variety of Continental origin, has proved a decided acquisition to the class of 
yellow grounds, and is without a question the very finest yellow Carnation ever sent out. It is of a 
grand vigorous habit, remarkably free blooming, and of great size, dowers from 2 to H inches across, 
of a rich canary yellow, dowers of perfect form, very full, good pod, and one that does not burst. 
This will bo universally grown for cutting, it is such a great favourite with everyone. Was awarded 
a First-Class Certificate by the ltoyal Horticultural Society, London, July 10th, 1888 ; and was 
awarded a Prize for Selfs by the “ Carnation and Picotco Society ” in August, 1888.

MRS. FRANK WATTS. — This is unquestionably the finest White Border Carnation in 
cultivation, and I have much pleasure iu offering it, knowing that it will give unbounded satisfac¬ 
tion to everyone who grows it. Tho plant has a strong vigorous habit, producing plenty of “ grass,” 
the flower stems are short and stiff, remarkably free blooming, and ono of the earliest in bloom in 
the whole of my collection.

MRS. REYNOLDS HOLE.— So complete is tho list now in cultivation that at first sight it seems 
practically impossible to introduce anything to surpass existing varieties, either in form, adaptability, 
or colour. I have much pleasure in stating that all tho varieties I have sent out arc distinct and 
striking advances upon existing sorts. This variety is a case in point. When I flrst saw it in 
flower I was very much taken with its appeoranoe, ami predicted a brilliant future, and made 
arrangements to make a very large stock, as I consider it one of the very best in the whole of ray 
collection. It is quite a new and novel colour amongst Carnations, ami a colour very difficult to 
describe. If such a description as ** salmon apricot” can bo allowed, that is about the nearest 
blending of colour I can liken it to.

A bunch from Mr. Ware, gathered from 
the open border, is very charming, there being every variation of colour, from white to the richest 
crimson. They last well in a cut state, and the clear colours of the flowers are brought out brightly by 
artificial light; some call them Coloured Marguerites.” 

From Garden Work. —“ No doubt the popularity of these flowers has been greatly enhanced by the 
splendid boxes of cut blooms exhibited at the London and Provincial shows during the past few years. 
I have been forcibly reminded of their utility during the last few weeks. They have reigned supreme on 
the herbaceous borders during the last week or so of drought, while many of the flowers that should have 
made our borders gay have 1 come to-day and gone to-morrow.’ The Pyrethrums, however, have made 
a grand display. For cut flowers they are indispensable just now, many of the double flowers 
lasting in vases a fortnight. The plants are very floriferous. The colours range from pure white to 
dark crimson, with all the intenuediate shades. I prefer the doubles, but in these days of single 
Dahlias, Chrysanthemums, Roses, Ac., I have no doubt the single Pyrethrums find many admirers. 
Neither require any particular cultivation. They will flourish well in any ordinary garden soil, provided 
it is well drained. I prefer a heavy soil, as the colours come more brilliant. They are perfectly hardy, 
yet though in light soils they do not require any protection ; in heavy soils, or a wet situation, I should 
advise a few leaves or bracken being placed over the crowns during winter.”

An indispensable section of Hardy Florists’ Flowers, of comparatively easy growth, and deserving 
of the most extensive cultivation ; they are, in fact, so serviceable that they should be used more or less 
in the decoration of all perennial borders. Commencing to flower in June and continuing until the 
Caruatious are expanding, they must be considered a most valuable group, as well for cutting purposes 
as for the decoration of the border. They like a good garden soil, into which some rotten manure has 
been dug. The section under the heading of Snow is made up of Exhibition Varieties, and such as 
are, strictly speaking. Florists’ Flowers, the flowers being of line form, and such as have neat and 
distinct markings. Those classed as Fancy and Selks are of a totally distinct character, the varieties 
included representing a great variety of colour, from the purest white to the deepest rose; those have a 
comparatively robust growth, and for this reason are, perhaps, better adapted for border planting than 
the other section, and are more useful for cutting.

SWEET VIOLETS (Viola Odorata). 

To grow Violets with success they require a liberal treatment; and the following remarks upon 
their cultivation may be useful to some who have not grown them before. Prepare the ground 
thoroughly by deep digging and well manuring, placing the plants one foot apart about the month of 
April. After planting give them a good watering, use the hoe freely about them during the summer, 
which will tend to keep them in growth. One of the secrets is to keep them in good health, and free 
from red spider; to ensure this a strong vigorous growth must be maintained throughout; a good 
soaking with manure water three or four times during summer will materially tend to promote a free 
growth. So treated they will make strong clumps, full of flower buds, by the end of September, when, 
if they are required to flower through the winter, it will be necessary to remove them iuto the frame. 
In preparing this let it be placed facing the south, partially raising it at the back, till up the frame to 
within about fifteen inches of the top with any draining material that is at hand, upon this place about 
eight inches of good light soil, giving the bed thus constituted the same slope as the frame ; then put 
in the plants, lifting them with a good hall of earth, and plant them so that the leaves just touch, make 
the soil firm round the plants, settling them down with a good watering. Keep the frame close for a few 
days, after which give air night and day, and when the weather is favourable take off the lights replacing 
them in the evening, and protect from cold frosty nights ; they will not require watering more than 
once or twice during winter, but when this is done it should be done thoroughly. With this treatment 
you may depend upon a plentiful supply of flowers all the winter. Those preceded with an * are best 
adapted for flowering in frames.
